America and Americans, having missed the 
first night of Ben Greet's production of 'The 
Mayflower' at the Surrey theater last Mon- 
day night. 


The play had been heralded by all sorts 


01 trumpeting. 
But nothing so interesting 


could have been foreseen as the late arrival 
of -one Pilgrim Father when the Mayflower 
was just starting out from Plymouth harbor. 
He scrambled up the ship's side so hastily, 
. in order to make certain that he would reach 
America before the war, that the ship cap- 
sized and all on, board were precipitated \\n- 
derneath the waves just as they were singing 
•The Old Hundredth.' 


"Unfortunately for the success of the play,

^~ INCREASE IN LOWER HOUSE. 


The increased population of the country, 


according1 to the ccn?t:s of 1920, brings to 
public attention the question of a commen- 
surate increase in the membership of the 
house of representatives. 
The -lower hoiii'u 


of congress no\v has 435 members; the ratio 
being, one representative to each 211,877 of 
population. The proportionate increase wou!3 
add from fifty to sixty more congressmen. 


The problem is variously approached by 


editors, the argument that the house mem- 
bership is already too big and unwicldly; 
that, if not reduced, it should, at least be 
limited, being met with comparative state- 
ments of the size of European lower houses. 
For instance, the house of commons has 70') 
members and the French chamber of depu- 
ties has G02. The figures are quoted in dis- 
proof of numbers as a standard of legislative 
efficiency. 


•The membership of the house of • repre- 


sentatives affects, of course, the number of 
presidential electors tfrorn each state as well 
as the si/e of delegations to national con- 
ventions: 
As many electors are prescribed 


for each state as that state has senators and 
representatives in congress; and these 'fig- 
ures are' multiplied by tw-o to determine the 
size of party delegations. 


Assuming the present ratio, it is figured 


that "five additional representatives' seats 
must be given to California, four each to.New 
York, Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and 
Michigan, 


.three to Illinois and Texas, :two to Massa- 
chusetts, New Jersey and North Carolina, 
and one each to, Alabama,'Arizona, Connecti- 
cut, Georgia, Maryland, Montana, New Mex:- 
ico, Oklahoma, Oregon,'South Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, Washington, West Virginia, Wiscon- 
sin, Virginia, Arkansas and Minnesota."

OF ALL FARMS 


IN OKLAHOMA 


OKLAHOMA 
CITY,

Forms to be used by county assessors 
in making their farm acreage and 
livestock survey when the annual . 
tax survey is'made, are being mail- 
ed out from-ihe office of the feder- 
al bureau of'crop estimates and the 
state department of .agriculture. At 
the time coim'.y ass^sors make their 
'tax survey in'their respective coun- 
ties, a crop and livestock survey is 
also made, under an act of the leg- 
islature which appropriated $10,000 
for this purpose. 
The assessors ascertain the num- 


ber of livestock on each tarm, the 
acreages sown to various crops, the 
number of farms owned and rent- 
ed and the -number1 pf acres of all 
crops in their 'counties. The. assess- 
ors are paid 5 .cents for a survey-on 
every farm, and with the total num- 
ber of farris in tlie state given at 
ISljOOO in tho last survey, the ap- 
propriation \li barely sufficient, of- 
ficials of the" two bureaus declare. 


The result" bt the survey on each 


farm is placed on the form and sent,

department i of agriculture,
